SACRAMENTO, Calif. (UPI) 
— Unpredictable Lynette From- 
me, charged with attempting to 
assassinate President Ford, is 
deciding whether she should 
stop boycotting her trial and 
testify on her own behalf. 
Her attorney, John E. Virga, 
said the red-haired defendant 
told him she would refuse to 
testify because “it is not her 
trial if she can’t have the 
Manson family here.” 
If she holds to her pledge, 
Virga added, he would rest the 
defense case immediately after 
calling only seven witnesses — 
including Ford, who testified on 
videotape. 
At Virga's request, the 27-

murderer Charles Manson was 
summoned to the courtroom 
Friday by U.S. District Judge 
Thomas 
J. 
MacBride 
but 
refused to tell him whether she 
would take the witness stand. 
She said she would decide by 
Monday. 
Miss Fromme has boycotted 
the trial since Nov. 7 when 
MacBride rejected her request 
to allow the imprisoned Manson 
to be called as a 
defense 
witness. 
“Do you wish to testify?” the 
judge asked 
Miss 
Fromme, 
after he called her from her 
self-imposed exile in a holding 
cell. 
“Your honor, I can’t answer 
that 
question 
right 
now,” 
replied the wispy defendant in 
a deliberate, even voice. 
“We’re ready to try you 
now,” 
MacBride 
told 
her, 
asking her to say if she would 
testify immediately. 
“ I’ll answer it on Monday,” 
she said. 
Virga 
said 
Miss 
Fromme 
would “certainly be a valuable 
witness — she can explain a lot 
of things,” including her intent 
when she thrust a .45-caliber 
automatic toward Ford in the 
state Capitol Park Sept. 5. 
The attorney said the decision 
on testifying was up to her. He 
said he told her the “pros and 
cons” and warned her if she 
testified during cross-examina­ 
tion by prosecutors “she could 
get hurt bad in certain areas.” 
If she dues testify, Virga

Ford Won H Pass

Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger said that he is sure 
the CIA can be prevented from

The statements were made 
Friday in response to publica­ 
tion of the Senate intelligence 
com m ittee’s 
report, 
which 
charged that the CIA tried 
unsuccessfully to kill Cuban

Fidel 
Castro 
and 
former Congo Prem ier Patrice 
Lumumba and aided rebels who 
on their own murdered leaders 
in other countries. 
White House Press Secretary 
Ron 
Nessen

reporters, 
“The President, I think, has 
made 
very 
clear 
that 
he 
absolutely abhors the idea of 
government officials being in­ 
volved in consideration of those 
kinds of things and he has 
forbidden any officials of his 
administration to get involved 
in those kind of things.”

shoplifting 
has 
become 
a 
problem not just of teenagers or 
children, but of persons from 
every section of society. In fact, 
many of the merchants agreed 
that adults are now a major 
factor in the problem. 
One merchant said he had 
recently heard of a “shoplifting 
on order” scheme involving 
youths in 
the com m unity, 
however. 
According to accounts he had 
heard, a youth can tell someone 
in the shoplifting ring what store 
an object is in, and a member of 
the ring will shoplift the object 
and 
then 
sell 
it 
to 
the 
“customer.” 
The merchants also discussed 
the problem of employes taking 
items from the stores in which 
they work. 
Barada outlined the legal 
steps the merchants should go 
through when they suspect a 
person of shoplifting. He said a 
person can be detained either 
outside or inside a store if 
suspected of shoplifting. 
Store m anagers and em ­ 
ployers plan to be doubly 
cautious during the next few 
weeks in an effort to curb loses 
due to shoplifting.

Shopper Survey 


Judy Garland, appearing as Dorothy in “The 
Wizard of Oz,” went through a large number of 
episodes before she finally concluded at the end of the 
movie that if you want to find happiness, one has to 
look in “your own backyard.” 
Her point was well taken then and should be 
recalled now. Sometimes persons overlook a wide 
variety of good chances and opportunities simply 
because they do not see the most obvious possibilities. 
That was proven this week when a group of six 
women from New Castle traveled to Rushville for a 
shopping trip in a joint effort by the Chambers of 
Commerce in both cities and their retail merchants 
associations. 
The women were given the opportunity to visit local 
stores in the downtown area and then evaluate the 
businesses by listing their impressions and ex­ 
periences. 
The survey was done without the knowledge of store 
em ployes so that no artificial environments or false 
pretenses would influence the survey shoppers. 
In fact, even the merchants them selves did not 
know exactly when to expect the actual survey to take 
place. 
The results of the survey should be of great interest 
to both local merchants and residents. 
The six New Castle women were very much im­ 
pressed with Rushville as a whole and the selection 
and friendliness they encountered while here. 
Each of the women com m ented on the variety of 
places there are to shop. They also noted there is very 
little duplication in the merchandise offered. 
The helpfulness and courtesy of local salespersons 
also cam e in for high praise from the group of women. 
Two of the women added they were able to find 
items in Rushville they were unable to locate in their 
hometown. 
In addition to the stores, the women were im­ 
pressed by the friendly feeling generated by the 
people of the town. 
These are all very positive reactions. They are also 
things that can be easily overlooked by som eone who 
takes for granted something they come in contact 
frequently. 
Both the Rush County Chamber of Commerce and 
the Retail Merchants Associated should be lauded for 
their participation in the survey exchange program. 
The basic purpose was to get an objective idea of 
what the downtown shopping area has to offer. 
The women completed questionaires after their 
individual visits to various stores. These will be 
available to store owners upon request. From these 
com m ents, store owners may see ways to further 
improve the services they already offer. 
Rush County residents should also take this op­ 
portunity to take a closer look at the shopping 
situation within the county. 
By staying in Rush County to shop, residents can 
save both time and money, as well as contribute to the 
financial well being of the county as a whole. 
Like Dorothy after her trip to*“Oz.” local residents 
may find a wide variety of opportunities “in their own 
back yard.”

feeding livestock. The I billion 
pounds of the extra-sweet syrup 
being produced this year will 
take an estimated 30 million 
bushels of the record 5.8 billion 
bushel crop, Francis estimated. 
If HFCS production expands 
enough to replace all of the raw' 
cane sugar imported in 1974, it 
would take about 324 million 
bushels of corn. That amounts 
to less than 6 per cent of the 
1975 corn crop and will be an 
even 
smaller 
percentage 
of 
future corn harvests, Francis 
said. 
Francis said HFCS and other 
corn syrups now supply 20 per 
cent of the nation’s sweetener 
market. This may grow to 35 
per cent by 1980 and to 50 per 
cent by 1990, he said.

Bowen stood on the front porch 
of his Breman home amid snow 
flurries and announced he would 
again seek the R epublican 
gubernatorial nomination. 
He had made an unsuccessful 
bid in 1968, only to lose in a close 
race to the well organizaed 
forces of Edgar D. Whitcomb. 
This time, Whitcomb joined the

All of the party faithful 
gathered for the long expected 
announcement. State Chairman 
Thomas Milligan claimed the 
record for the one traveling the 
farthest distance for the oc­ 
casion. He had returned to the

days 
previously from a two-week tour 
of

organizations 
in 
Russia. 
UNDOUBTEDLY, THE most 
quoted rem ark of the occasion 
will be the introduction to the 
high school convocation by 
senior class president 
Bruce 
Starr. In listing Bowen’s ac­ 
c o m p lis h m e n ts , 
in c lu d in g 
delivery at birth of many class 
members, Starr referred to him 
as “Indiana’s answer to Marcus 
Welby.” Reporters rushed to 
d eterm in e 
S ta r r ’s 
nam e, 
previously 
ignored 
They 
predicted a 
“bright political 
future” for him. 
It was a well-orchestrated 
effort, with every small detail 
anticipated in advance. Lessons 
learned from visits by Gerald 
Ford 
as 
Vice 
President 
to 
Muncie, and as President to 
Fort Wayne, were improved for 
the Bremen presentation. 
Only one slight, unpredictable 
misque occurred during 
the 
day. The press conference, 
following

announcement, 
was held in the school cafeteria.

didate Edgar D. Whitcomb was 
p resen t with his wife and 
campaign staff. 
He was in­ 
troduced from the audience as a 
“ fo rm e r 
g o v ern o r,’’ 
but 
Indianapolis M ayor Richard 
Lugar, also present, was not. 
There were too many state 
officials to permit introducing 
past, unsuccessful candidates or 
local city officials. 
Attorney General Theodore L 
Sendak was introduced. He had 
been present for the Whitcomb 
announcement, 
indicating 
he 
would remain neutral and at­ 
tend all 
such 
party events. 
There has been speculation he 
might enter the race, and he told 
re p o rte rs he w as “ keeping 
options open.” However, he has 
been active in the Association of 
State Attorney Generals, and 
would be in line to head that 
national organization if r e ­ 
elected for a third term. 
Gutman told reporters he had 
made no 
plans to enter the 
race, but would not completely 
close the door on the Senate 
race. Form er Secretary of State 
and State Republican Chairman 
Charles O. Hendricks of Speed 
indicated he would announce his 
candidacy for the Senate in a 
couple of weeks.

Orr, 
attracting the same voters as 
Lugar, probably would not enter 
the race unless Lugar faltered. 
Bowen indicated he would 
form a “team and work with the 
lieutenant 
governor 
nominee 
picked 
by 
voters 
in 
the 
prim ary.” The 
law requires 
each to win nomination in the 
primary as individuals, but run 
as a “team ” in the general 
election, with the vote cast for 
one counted for the other. There 
will be no more politically split 
administrations under the new 
law. 
Bowen replied to criticism 
calling his administration the 
most expensive in the sta te’s 
history. He pointed out it was 
impossible to compare present 
day dollars with 1945, or even 
1965: more and better services

John Schwegmann thinks of 
himself as the common m an ’s 
millionaire. “ I lack finesse, and 
frankly, I d rather not have it,” 
he says.

well, to hell with those 
other people.’ I don’t feel that 
way,” he said. 
“ Frankly, the people have 
given me a lot, whether they 
know it or not. They have given 
me the opportunity to be where 
I am today.” 
It 
sounds 
like 
politician’s 
language, and the 64-year-old 
Schwegmann is indeed a semi- 
suceesslul politician. But at the 
sam e 
time, 
the 
multi-mil­ 
lionaire with the giant super­ 
markets d i s l i k e s most 
politicians 
and 
speaks 
out 
ag ain st 
alm o st 
everything 
“ those crooks” stand for. 
“ If you only went to seventh 
grade, you don’t have that ... 
that tact’,” Schwegmann says 
in his gravelly Irish Channel 
voice, which borders on Brook 
lynese. 
Schwegmann has been fight­ 
ing battles for the ordinary 
man for 
years. 
He was 
a 
consumer advocate long before 
it became a fad 
“ I’ve been fighting for the 


consumer all my life,” says 
Schwegmann, recently elected 
to the Louisiana Public Service 
Commission, the state agency 
which 
reg u lates 
utilities. 
“Today the public doesn’t have 
a real fighter. 
“And 
all 
those 
consumer 
groups? They’re all worthless.” 
Schwegmann 
successfully 
challenged drug pricing laws in 
louisiana. He challenged liquor 
price laws. He challenged fair 
trade laws and won. Now he’s 
challenging 
Louisiana 
dairy 
regulations which lead to high 
milk prices. 
Schwegmann ran for gover­ 
nor once and lost miserably, 
spending $75,(KM) in the process 
He’s proud that 
during 
his 
years in the legislature he was 
frequently the only legislator 
voting against a bill 
“ Som ebody had to be the 
David to fight the Goliath. And 
I was the David.” 
“Everyone up there respected 
me, they feared me and they 
was only hoping that I’d get 
out,” he said. “There’s only 
two important things in life. 
One is your reputation and one 
is your health. If you have a 
choice, take your reputation. 
“That’s one thing that John 
Schwegmann is not selling — 
his reputation.”
